I don’t think that after the Jacksonville electronics training he ordinarily 
would have been sent to Millington to become a grease monkey. 

My hunch is that when they needed five men from the “acksonville class for the 
advanced training they selected those who did best or seemed more suitable. 

In the army, mosjt such matters were handled by enlisjred men, some not very 
bright and some not caring very much. 

When I was interested in this area I was more interested in the fact that 
virtually no Keesler records remain and that there are so few of his subsequent 
career and that those that exist are so meaningless and misleading. 

x have a cousin I’ve not seen in years, much younger. He was to be sent on his 
job to near here and was going to some and see me. But he hasn’t been shifted yet. 

He was in the army right after JFK was killed and he also wa3 sent to Keesler for 
other advanced training. From what I remember it was most likely 6711, air controller. 
Prom tliere he was sent to the Dominicsin Republic, where HBJ had just enbroilled us: in 
support of the army i.hcih had thrown the”elected government out. I’ve not 3 een him since 
he enlisted. But as I recall he was sent back to t e US all by himself to go to the 
Pentagon. So, I suppose he also may have been involved in classified work. If and when 
he gets here I’ll talk to him and see if she can provide any enlightenment. However, 
his employer may have kept him where he was on sent him sxixs elsewhere. I have no 
address for him.
